SUBJECT: UPDATED STATUS OF THE KINSHIP GUARDIANSHIP ASSISTANCE PAYMENT
(Kin-GAP) PROGRAM (SB 1901, CHAPTER 1055, STATUTES OF 1998)

REFERENCE:  ACIN I-27-99

As you know, SB 1901 (Chapter 1055, Statutes of 1998) established a July 1, 1999
implementation date for the Kinship Guardianship Assistance Payment (Kin-GAP) program.  We
recognize that counties have been anxious to know the status of the implementation plan.  In
response, we are sending this notice to alert you that proposed budget trailer bill language has been
approved by the Legislature and is pending signature by the Governor that will change the
implementation date and the rate for the program.  The proposed language includes the following:

• Implementation of the Kin-GAP program on January 1, 2000.  Children whose
dependencies are dismissed prior to January 1, 2000 will not be eligible for the Kin-
GAP program.

• A Kin-GAP program rate that will be 100% of the basic foster family home rate (with
no specialized care increments).
